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ABSTRACT 

Ratings of the projected demand for Michigan's 
college graduates of 1988 are presented by degree level and field of 
study. The ratings by plr^.cement directors and career planning 
counselors at Michigan two- and four-year colleges were based on 
evaluation of current labor market conditions. Responses were 
received from 75 individuals representing 45 two-year public 
institutions, public four-year institutions, and private two- and 
four-year institutions. The rating scale ranged from 1 (many more 
graduates than available jobs) to 5 (many more job opportunities than 
graduates available). Ratings grouped by major program titles tended 
to cluster around *good* and 'very good': jobs are available for this 
year's college graduates, but some graduates may be unhappy with 
their options; however, graduates should be able to find gainful 
employment. A detailed breakdown of demand for graduates by reported 
majors is included. (SW)

Placement directors and career planning counselors at Michigan two- and four-year 
colleges and universities were requested to rate the demand situation for 1988 graduates 
of each academic program offered by their respective institutions. The rating scale 
ranged from 1 (many more graduates than available jobs) to 5 (many more job 
opportunities than graduates available). An option for two-year institutions was college 
bound (CB) where the majority of graduates will continue their education at a four-year 
institution. 



Responses were received from 75 individuals representing 43 institutions. The institution 
response rate was 30% (13) from two-year public institutions, 32% (14) from public 
four-year institution, and 38% (16) from private two- and four-year institution. 

Ratings were grouped as follows: 

Excellent (greater then 4.5): Many more job opportunities than graduates 

available 

Very Good (3.51 - 4.49): Slightly more job opportunities than graduates 

available. 

Good (2.51 - 3.50): About as many jobs available as graduates. 
Fair (1.51 - ...50): Slightly more graduates than available jobs. 
Poor (less than 1.5): Many more graduates than available jobs. 

The best way to describe this year's job market would be steady. When grouped by 
major program titles (Table 1), ratings tended to cluster around 'good' and Very good.' 
Jobs are available for this year's college graduates, but some graduates may be unhappy 
with their options; however graduates should be able to find gainful employment. A more 
detetled breakdown by rsported majors can be found in Table 2. 

Comparing this year's ratings with last year's suggests some changes for certain fields; 
strong trends cannot be discerned because the mix of responses varied slightly from last 
year. It appears that engineering opportunities are improving, particularly for chemical 
and electrical engineering. Education graduates with majors in various fields such as 
special education, mathematics, and the sciences face a strong market. Also expected to 
face a very good market will be graduates from health services (nursing and geriatric 
services), speech/audiology, and business, especially banking, finance, and accounting 
majors. Recreation and hospitality graduates may find slightly tighter job markets 
dropping from 'very good' to 'good'. For arts, languages, and area studies graduates, 
jobs within these fields will be hard to find. 

The ratings generally reflect the demand within a specific field of study. For example 
the ratings for a psychology graduate with a bachelor's degree primarly captures the 
market in psychology-related occupations. For these and similarly related graduates 
consideration needs to be given to a wider array of job opportunities, such as retail ' 
management or insurance sales, where the skills of these graduates can be applied 
Graduating college students need to be encouraged to keep their job options flexible, 
especially if they find themselves in a low-demand field.
